Applicant's representative and the Examiner discussed possible claim amendments to 
over come the prior art of record. 

The Examiner suggested that Applicant amend the preamble language to recite something 
similar to a disposable cutting sheet/board for use to cut and prepare food. The Examiner also 
suggested amending the claim clarifying that each portion or means is a distinct layer, clarifying 
the order of the layers, clarifying that the layers are disposed on one another, and that the section 
of the second layer, i.e. the absorbent and thermoplastic ply extends beyond all sides of the first 
layer. The Examiner also recommended adding that the first layer is cut resistant and comprises 
apertures.
